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1. The proposed amendments to claims 1, 22, 43, and 64 filed 
on Sep. 8, 2006, in response to the final rejection mailed on 
Jul. 20, 2006, raise new issues because they add the limitation 
that the viscosity of the toner is at least 100 Kpoise at "a 
temperature of from 120 to 200°C." Said temperature limitation 
was not present in the claims when the final rejection was 
mailed. 

Proposed amendments to claims 20, 41, and 62 also introduce 
new issues because they add the limitation that the "fusing 
surface comprises at least about 20 parts [claim 41: 30 parts; 
claim 62: 40 parts] discontinuous phase per 100 parts by weight 
of the f luoroelastomer continuous phase" (emphasis added) . Said 
amount limitations of the discontinuous phase were not present 
in the claims when the final rejection was mailed. 

2. The examiner's refusal to enter the amendment filed on 
Sep. 8, 2006, in response to the final rejection, renders 
applicants 1 arguments moot regarding said amendment. Instant
